central coast of Phuket Island, Amanpuri is a 30-minute, 17- 
kilometre scenic drive from Phuket Airport.

ACCOMMODATIONS: Forty private pavilions interspersed 
throughout a coconut plantation. 


All pavilions are 115 sq. m. including the private outdoor 
terrace. Pavilion rates are determined according to view and 
location. Pavilions 105 and 103 are the best located with 
ocean views, Three deluxe pavilions also have partial ocean 
views. The 32 Superior Pavilion Suites have views of the 
surrounding gardens. Three Pavilion Suites are located 
nearest to the internal passage of the resort.

Seashells and 
coconut art are famous. Nielloware, the biackish 
silverware with intricate designs is produced 
here. 


TRAVEL TIPS 


IMMIGRATION: Visas not required for most 
passport holders intending to stay less than two 
weeks. Further enquiries via Thai embassies in 
respective countries. 

HEALTH: Refer to Thai embassies for vaccination 
requirements. Good medical and dental services 
available. 

ELECTRICITY: 220 volts — 50 cycles. 

DRESS: Tends toward casual, light and loose 
clothing. 

LANGUAGE: Official language is Thai, but English 
is prevalent among those in the tourist industry. 
CURRENCY: Basic monetary unit is the Baht which 
is divided into 100 satang. Common bank notes 
are in denominations of 500, 100, 50, 20 and 10; 
coins are Baht 5, 25 and 50 satang. 

CREDIT CARDS: Major credit cards accepted in 
major hotels and restaurants. 

TIPPING: Restaurant and hotel bills include 
government tax and service charge. An additional 
tip is customary but not expected. 

AIRPORT TAX: Baht 200 for international flights, 
Baht 20 for domestic flights. 

MONEY CHANGERS: Located at the airport, banks 
and major hotels. 
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THE LOCATION 

Phuket Island is located off the west coast of the 
Kra Isthmus, 890 kilometers south of Bangkok. 
The island is 50 km long and 21 km at its widest 
point. It is connected to Thailand s Phang-Nga 
province by a bridge, but otherwise is sur- 
rounded by the Andaman Sea which joins the 
Indian Ocean to the south. Frequent hour-long 
flights from Bangkok land at Phuket Airport each 
day. By car from Bangkok takes about 12 hours, 


THE CLIMATE 

Amanpuri's “high season”, from mid October to 
mid May, is Phuket's dry season. The monsoon 
season lasts from May to October, but the 
showers usually last only for a few minutes. 
Temperature ranges from 21 to 34 C (65 - 87 F). 


HISTORY 

Phuket, first mentioned by the 2nd Century, 
Alexandrian geographer Ptolemy, was a regular 
stopping place for Arab and Chinese ships. While 
it was mainly populated by fishermen and pirates, 
both Portuguese and Chinese settlements were 
erected in the 18th Century. Talang was the major 
town until 150 years ago, but the most colourful 
streets can be seen in Phuket town today. Until 
the middle of the 19th Century, wild tigers and 
elephants wandered freely through the jungles. 

In the early 18th century, Sir Frances Light 
came to Phuket with a view of annexing it. 
Instead, he married a Phuket maiden, and later 
sailed to Penang, which became a British colony. 

Phuket was unsuccessfully invaded by Burma 
in 1785. A statue has been erected to two high- 
born women who rallied the population to defeat 
the Burmese. 

In 1900, the population was only 6,000, but 
it was possibly Thailand’s richest province 
because of its natural wealth. Tin mines, rubber 
and copra plantations dotted the island. 

In the middle 19705, the population had 
grown to only 30,000, but already tin had been 
nearly exhausted, so the island was prepared for 
a change. When the “James Bond” team filmed 
part of Man with The Golden Gun in Phang-Nga 
Bay, the island achieved international fame, Soon 
hotels were built, small towns arose, and the 
population quadrupled. 

Today, tourism is the major industry in 
Phuket. But while discos, restaurants and hotels 
spring up monthly, Phuket's charm lies in its 
natural beaches, jungles and its mixture of Thai, 
Malay, Chinese and European peoples. 


PLACES OF INTEREST 

Phuket town is the largest urban territory. The 
Government House, built a century ago, was used 
as a setting in the movie, The Killing Fields. The 
Central Market bustles from early morning to 
noon. The original Chartered Bank is the oldest 


in Thailand and still has a colonial look. One can 
climb the hill which gives the island its name 
(Bukit is the Malay world for hill.) An outdoor 
Thai restaurant here gives charming vistas of the 
city. 

Near Phuket Town is the Butterfly Garden 
and Aquarium. The latter is especially colourful. 
Khao Phra Thaeo National Park is still virgin 
jungle. , 

There are two museums, one in Phuket 
town, the other in Talang, the latter with some 
excellent maps and inexplicably, a large 
collection of artefacts from the Mollucas. 

There are around 30 Buddhist temples on 
the island. Among the most interesting is Wat 
Chalong, with its gilt statues of two revered 
monks; Wat Phra Thong with its half-buried 
Buddha statue; Wat Phra Nang Sang has three 
thousand-year Buddhas heads, as well as some 
fascinating allegorical frescos. There are also 
several Islamic Mosques, since about half the 
population is Muslim. 


THE FOODS 

The "Phuket lobster" is actually part of the 
crayfish family and is served everywhere during 
the high season. Prawns and crabs are boiled, 
steamed, served with ginger (Chinese style), 
coriander (Thai style) or coconut cream (Malay 
style), Each restaurant has its own fish recipes. 
Especially good is pla yang, fish wrapped in 
banana leaf and barbequed on the grill. 

Fruits include the purple mangosteen 
(mang-khud), the hairy-red rambutan (ngor), 
papaya (mala-kbor), and of course the coconut 
(ma-prao-onn). From April to June, the mean- 
looking durian is on the market. Football-sized 
with menacing points on its husk, its odor has 
been compared to that of rotten cheese — but 
some people consider it one of the gourmet 
treats.

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THE LOCATION 

Phuket Island is located off the west coast of the 
Kra Isthmus, 890 kilometres south of Bangkok. The 
Island is 50 km long and 21 km at its widest 
point. It is connected to Thailand's Phang-Nga 
province by a bridge, but otherwise is surrounded 
by the Andaman Sea which joins the Indian Ocean 
to the south. Frequent hour-long flights from 
Bangkok land at Phuket Airport each day. Travel 
by car from Bangkok takes about 12 hours. 


THE CLIMATE 

The dry season in Phuket extends between mid 
October & mid May. Between mid May and mid 
October, the island's weather changes to more 
frequent showers, yet these often only last a short 
time and are mostly followed by sunshine. 


Temperatures year-round range from 21° to 35°C 
(70°-90°F). 


HISTORY 


Phuket, first mentioned by the 2nd century 
Alexandrian geographer Ptolemy, was a regular 
stopping place for Arab and Chinese ships. While it 
was mainly populated by fishermen and pirates, 
both Portuguese and Chinese settlements were 
erected in the 18th century. Talang was the major 
town until 150 years ago, but the most colourful 
streets can be seen in Phuket Town today. Until 
the middle of the 19th century, wild tigers and 
elephants wandered freely through the jungles. 

In the early 18th century, Sir Frances Light 
came to Phuket with a view of annexing it. 
Instead, he married a Phuket maiden and later 
sailed to Penang, which became a British colony. 

Phuket was unsuccessfully invaded by Burma in 
1785. A statue has been erected to two high-born 
women who rallied the population to defeat the 
Burmese, 

In 1900, the population was only 6,000, but it 
was possibly Thailand’s richest province because of 
its natural wealth. Tin mines, rubber and copra 
plantations dotted the island. 

In the middle 1970's, the population had grown 
to only 30,000, but already tin had been nearly 
exhausted, so the island was prepared for a 
change. When the “James Bond" team filmed part 
of Man witb The Golden Gun in Phang-Nga Bay, | 
the island achieved international fame. Soon, hotels | 
were built, small towns arose, and the population 
quadrupled. 

Today, tourism is the major industry in Phuket. 
But while discos, restaurants and hotels spring up 
monthly, Phuket's charm lies in its natural beaches, 
jungles and its mixture of Thai, Malay, Chinese and 
European peoples. 





PLACES OF INTEREST 

Phuket town is the largest urban territory. The 
Government House, built a century ago, was used 
as a setting in the movie, The Killing Fields. The 
Central Market bustles from early morning to noon. 
The original Chartered Bank is the oldest in 
Thailand and still has a colonial look. One can | 
climb the hill which gives the island its name 
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(Bukit is the Malay world for hill.) An outdoor 
Thai restaurant here gives charming vistas of the 
city. 

Near Phuket Town is the Butterfly Garden and 
Aquarium. The latter is especially colourful. Khao 
Phra Thaeo National Park is still virgin jungle. 

There are two museums, one in Phuket Town, 
the other in Talang, the latter with some excellent 
maps and inexplicably, a large collection of 
artefacts from the Mollucas. 

There are around 30 Buddhist temples on the 
island. Among the most interesting is Wat Chalong, 
with its gilt statues of two revered monks; Wat 
Phra Thong with its half-buried Buddha statue; Wat 
Phra Nang Sang has three thousand-year Buddha 
heads, as well as some fascinating allegorical 
frescos. There are also several Islamic mosques, 
since about half the population is Muslim. 


THE FOODS 

The *Phuket lobster" is actually part of the crayfish 
family and is served everywhere during the high 
season. Prawns and crabs are boiled, steamed, 
served with ginger (Chinese style), coriander (Thai 
style) or coconut cream (Malay style). Each 
restaurant has its own fish recipes. Especially good 
is pla yang, fish wrapped in banana leaf and 
barbequed on the grill. 

Fruits include the purple mangosteen (mang- 
khud), the hairy-red rambutan (ngor), papaya 
(mala-kbor), and of course the coconut (ma-prao- 
onn). From April to June, the mean-looking durian 
is on the market. Football-sized with menacing 
points on its husk, its odour has been compared to 
that of rotten cheese — but some people consider 
a gourmet treat. 


FESTIVALS 

All of Thailand's festivals are celebrated, but Phuket 
has a unique ten-day Chinese Vegetarian Festival 
around September and October, with Chinese opera 
and parades.
